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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1,2,4,5,7,9 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US Patent #5,729,950 to HARDY. HARDY discloses a wall structure 
(10,10a) including a pair of opposed members (12,14) and (12a, 14a) having a plurality 
of studs (16,18) and (16a,18a) spaced therebetween; wherein the studs (16,18) and 
(16a, 18a) have openings (62) therein for receipt of diagonal members (26) and (26a) 
therethrough. Regarding claim 2, the wall structure (10,10a) includes corner areas (CA) 
wherein the diagonal members (26) and (26a) are connected therebetween, see the 
marked attachment. In reference to claims 4 and 5, the diagonal members (26) and 
(26a) are elongate rods connected between the corner areas (CA), column 3, lines 33- 
38. Regarding claim 7, the wall structure (1 0,10a) further includes a pair of opposing 
sides (colored blue) and a central area (colored red) wherein the diagonal member (26) 
and (26a) extends through the central area (colored red), see the marked attachment. 
In reference to claim 9, the corner areas (CA) are opposed corner areas (CA) and the 
diagonal members (26) and (26a) are connected thereto by connectors (welds, brazing, 
bolting) or slots (62), column 3, lines 33-38. Regarding claim 13, the connector (bolt), 
column 3, lines 33-38, are anchored between a stud (16,18) and (16a,18a) and one of 
the opposed members (12,14) and (12a, 14a). 
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Claims 16-18 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
US Patent #5,729,950 to HARDY. HARDY discloses a wall structure (10,10a) including 
upper members (12) and (12a), lower members (14) and (14a) having a plurality of 
studs (16,18) and (16a, 18a) spaced therebetween; wherein the studs (16,18) and 
(16a, 18a) have openings (62) therein for receipt of diagonal members (26) and (26a) 
therethrough and a pair of connectors (bolts), column 3, lines 33-38, secured to 
opposed corner areas (CA), see the marked attachment. In reference to claims 17 and 
18, the diagonal member (26) and (26a) is an elongate rigid shaft member. Regarding 
claim 24, the wall structure (10,10a) further includes side members (colored blue) and a 
central area (colored red) wherein the diagonal members (26) and (26a) extending 
through the central area (colored red), see the marked attachment. 

Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US Patent 
#5,729,950 to HARDY. HARDY discloses a wall structure (10) including a pair of 
opposed member (12,14) and (12a,14a), a series of spaced studs (16,18) and 
(16a, 18a) having openings (62) for receipt of a diagonal member (26) and (26a) 
extending therethrough and being connected between corner areas (CA) by connectors 
(welds, brazing, bolting) or slots (62), column 3, lines 33-38. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3,6,8,10-12,14,15,19-23 and 26-29 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
